THRILLING SCENES AT THE OCCASION 


Styles Makes a Speech Full of Pathetic 
Stories and Witty Turns—Sam 
Small’s Roast of the Senate. 


There were scenes at the confederate vet- 
erans’ hall last night. 

The mecting cf the old “vets” was for 
the purpose of presenting Styles, the col- 
ored legislator from Liberty county, who 
voted for the acceptance of the Soldiers’ 
Home, with a pandsome goldheaded cane. 

They were seated around the front row 
near the president's chair, and President 
Calhoun in a few well turned remarks in- 
troduced Mr. Small who took the stand and 
made one of his most thrilling and eloquent 
speeches, presenting the cane. 

Sam small speaks. 

After entering fairly upon _the purpose 
in view, Mr. Small said: “This man has 
spoken in the Georgia house sentiments in 


the honor and defense of the men who are. 


as much entitled today to the care of 
Georgia as they were in the days of battle 
when they periled their breast at the point 
of the bayonet and ‘almost courted digth 
in the front of battle. (Applause.) With 
that abiding Christian faith that should gov- 
ern all honest men of state, he did his wa 
to his name, to his people and his (od, 
and I honor him for it. (Much cheering.) 
He used to to school with the men for 
whom this Soldiers’ Home was built. He 
toted their books on his shoulder. He knew 
them well and loved them, and that is why 
he has been prompted to take the wiser 
course in this matter. It was a strikin 
picture to me to see in my mind this ol 
slave following in the footsteps of his 
oung master to school and then years 
ater tc see him standing in the halls of 
state defending the name of the confeder- 
acy, while others of the opposite race for- 
ws their blessed heritage. (Great cheer- 

g.) Oh, 1 declare to you history doesn’t 
show a more thrilling scene than Styles, 
the black slave, arguing for justice to the 
men who rushed upon bristling bayonets 
while the @emell of hot blood and battle 
came stifling over the field. (Prolonged ap- 
plause.) There will always be a special 
page to his name on the annals of bonor.” 

urning to the colored man, he closed 
with the following: 

“You have honored yourself far more 
than we can honor you tonight with that 
vote cast in the house. You stood there 
faithful to the duties old Georgia had placed 
on your black shoulders, and while those to 
whom jeers of the few are more than honor 
to the dead were wrangling against the ac- 


sceptance of the home for confederate vet- 


erans, you stood firm to the simple faith 
of your old master. epee 

“These men here tonight are not ashamed 
to take you by the hand and say you are 
an honor to your race.” (Cheers. 

With appropriate remarks he handed the 
glittering cane over to the colored repre- 
sentattive amid loud applause. The scene 
was one of wild enthusiasm. Men clapped 
their hands and shouted aloud. 

The Colored Patriot’s Speech. 


_Stylse, of Liberty—he is famous by that 
simple title—walked forward and received 
the handsome gift. He was deeply moved. 
Anybody could have scen that. He bowed 
his head just as one used to see the old 
“fo’ de war” darkies bow their heads when 
their lords of their old south handed out 
the regular annual Christmas “dram.” The 
applause was deafening. 

e colored lawmaker finally looked up, 
and somebody said they saw tears trickling 
down his wrinkled ebony cheek, when he 
began to speak as follows: : 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Confederacy—I call you men of the confed- 
eracy and when I do it my heart thrills 
with a mingled feeling of ecstacy and caress- 
ing regret at the very sound of the word. 
(Applause.) Conflederacy! Yes, that old 
southern confederacy that fought so hard 
for what it. felt to be right. (Cheers.) 
What can I say, gentlemen; what is there 
for a poor old servant nigger of the past to 
say here and now, once more in the camps 
of his marster’s comrades? (Much applause.) 
Little did 1 dream when on the floor of the 
Georgia house of representatives I contend- 
ed for the rights of the confederate soldier 
that I would thus be served with such pleas- 
ing reward. But, I have done nothing more 
than my duty, nothing more than my 
young marster who was shot down to his 
grave in Virginia would have been glad to 
see me do. (Applause.) And it’s the truth 
I’m tellin’ you that when I hear the praise 
you give me here tonight my heart tells me 
to hush and see if it ain’t young marster 
talkin’ to he old nigger.” : 

Here the applause that crow 
ed the old colored’. oratir’s § sen- 
tenee shook the roof til the pictures 
of Lee and Jeff Davis on the wall bow- 
ed with the sway as if to nod assent, while 
the old confederate war flag draped over the 
president’s head quivered as if ’twould like 
to be unfurled again. 

“It takes me back, it Joes’”—and the old 
man’s face was full of smiles as he sp#ce— 
“‘to the time when I used to hitch his horse 
at the door and go along to school with his 

ks. Bless my soul how we boys did use 
to steal the horses from the lot at night 
and go all over the country and the white- 
folks never knowin’ any de better! (laugh- 
ter.) But times got warlike by and by and 
my young marsters went on off to war and 

I went along with ’em—couldn’t help it. 
Oh my Lord, I would have died for ’em 
any minute; and I would do it again to- 
night, God knows. (Applause.)

And Demanded the Pr'soners, but the 
Sheriff Had Sent Them to a Place of 
Sa ety- LaGrance’s Sensation. 


LaGrange, Ga., December 19.—(Special.) | 


Last night, just about dark, Sheriff Hender- 
son received word that a crowd from near 
Harrisonville, this county, was coming to 
the jail to take the negroes, John Stevenson 
and Ed Traylor, therefrom and lynch them, 
word having been sent out that Mrs. New- 
ton Reid was worse, the account of whose 


treatment at the hands of the negroes has |. 


already been given in these columns. 

The sheriff, with Jailer McComack, im- 
mediately smuggled the prisoners out of’the 
jail to a place ef safety and awaited the 
coming of the mob. 

About 12 o’clock, seventy-five men, most- 
ly farmers from the Reid neighborhood, met 
at the graveyard and marched on foot to 
the jail which they surrounded and then 
called for the jailer. On coming to the 
door, Mr. McComack yas asked by the 
leader, a six foot country man wearing a 
full suit of jeans, to give up his prisoners 
or they would force it. The jailer reasoned 
with them and told them they were not 
there. The mob fYould not believe him, and 
tried to enter the jail but couldn’t stand the 
looks of Mr. McComack’s six shooter. Fi- 
nally, to satisfy al) parties, the jailer agreed 
to carry any six men the crowd would select 
to every cell and cll over the jail which was 


occupied ‘and six men stepped forward and |, . 


were conducted from top to bottom. On 
coming out, three of the committee express- 
ed themselves as not being satisfied with the 
search, so three more were selected to go 
with them and again the accommodating 
jailer went through the unlocking of the 
many doors, and stayed with them until all 
= ‘hemselves as being fully satis- 
ed. 

The men seemed determined and very 
much disappointed.

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Farewell to the Conference. 7?™ 

The monetary conference held a dozen 
or more years ago, took a recess, and 
now the latest conference is about to take 
a recess. It seems that the most import- 
ant fact about these conferences is the 
long recesses they lead up to. The re- 
cesses, indeed, seem to be more important 
than the conferences, for they last longer 
and cost nothing. 

There was never any doubt as to the 
result of this last conference. As The 
Constitution pointed out before it met, it 
was foredoomed to failure. This is now 
conceded even by those editors who sup- 
posed that the conference might have 
practical results. Asa matter of fact, the 
conference was drummed up by the Har- 
rison administration to facilitate the pres- 
ident’s nomination to a second term. 
There was no demand for it by the people 
and not the least likelihood that it would 
amount to anything. 

And yet, the conference has not been 
altogether without result. It has deceiv- 
ed Europe with respect to the condition 
of affairs in the United States, and has 
made an international agreement impossi- 
ble either now or hereafter. The heat and 
haste with which the conference was 
drummed up and the anxiety displayed 
by Andrew and Cannon, the goldolator 
delegates, have convinced Europe that 
this country is on the verge of a tremen- 
dous financial crisis. It is now known by 
those who have had an opportunity to 
read the full reports of the conference 
proceedings that the Rothschild propo- 
sition was not offered because of any 
tendency toward bimetallism in Great 
Britain, but because of a desire on the 
part of the banking interests represented 
by the Rothschilds of Europe to stave off 
and ameliorate to some extent the im- 
pending crash in this country. 

Thus the calling of the conference has 
really damaged the financial interests of 
this country. It has left the impression 
in Europe that the United States are in 
the depths of tribulation over the silver 
question. One of the immediate results 
of that impression is the effort that Euro- 
pean bankers are now making to secure 
as much American gold as possible before 
the crisis comes. 

Thus we see that at every turn the gold- 
Olators and their legislative and govern- 
mental agents are becoming more hope- 
lessly entangled in the snare they have 


aid for the feet of others. In order to 


make their dear gold dearer, they staved 
off the logical settlement of the question 
with the Sherman silver law, and this 
not being satisfactory they hatched up 
what Europe regards as an emergency 
conference. What is the result? Their 
precious gold has become so precious that 
they cannot keep it in this land where an 
overwhelming majority of the people be- 
lieve in free coinage. It will not stay in 
a climate where the voters are so unkind 
as to talk about the remonetization of 
silver. 

One thing is certain: If a crisis, brought 
on by republican bungling, is approach- 
ing, nothing can save the country from 
the consequences of it but the complete 
restoration of silver to its old place in 
our currency.

The Question of Ratio. 

A reader of The Constitution recently 
cut out and sent to a banker in a neigh- 
boring city an editorial that appeared in 
these columns in regard to the silver 
question. In response the banker wrote 
a letter in reply, from which we copy the 
following paragraph: “If free coinage 
should be adopted, as proposed in this 
editorial from The Constitution, at the 
existing ratio, and disparity in the two 
metals in the market continued, who is to 
make up the difference when it becomes 
necessary to readjust the ratio?” 

It will be observed that the thing that 
does the work of both argument and logic 
here is the tremendous “if” with which 
the paragraph begins. As the rest of the 
letter depends on this same “if” we will 
quote no further, for it is not material. 
In the editorial article on which the bank- 
er comments we made this remark, which 
seems to place the “if” in a very absurd 
position: “Meanwhile, democrats who 
ought to make their influence felt in find- 
ing a remedy, are squabbling and hesitat- 
ing over matters of detail. that do not 
affect the main question at all. They are 
worrying themselves about the ratio when 
every sensible person knows that the 
ratio cannot be fixed at all until there is 
something to fix it to. To fix the ratio 
before free coinage has settled what it 
shall be, is like trying to draw water out 
of a well without windlass or whorl, rope 
or chain.”

Discarding the “if” as of no importance, 
let us say that, in theevent of free coin- 
age in this country there could not possi- 
bly be a disparity in the price of the two 
metals, for the owners of bullion would 
hardly be idiots enough to sell it at a 
discount when they could take it to the 
mints and receive its equivalent in coin 
or notes. Whatever disparity there might 
be would not exist in this country, but 
in Europe. With this, the people of the 
Unjted States would be only. remotely 
concerned. . 

Can the banker whose remark we have 
quoted, or any other banker, or any finan- 
cial expert, or anybody under the sun. tell 
us what the disparity between the price 


| of silver in Europe and its valne in the 


United States States will be with the 
mints of this country opened to free coin- 
None of them 
will venture to make even a predictioneas 
to the extent of the disparity. Why fum- 
ble and juggle then with the question of 
disparity and the proper ratio until free 
coinage comes in to make the disparity 
clear and to show what the ratio should 
be? It is silly to talk about or to hint 
at a disparity between the value of the 
two metals in this country under the oper- 
ations of a free coinage law. The veriest 
ninny ought to know that the moment 
the mints are open to silver that moment 
the metal regumes its old place in our 
currency. 

There might be a momentary attempt 
on the part of the money monopolists to 
hoard their precious gold, but that would 
affect only the speculators and gamblers. 
So far as the people are concerned, gold is 
hoarded now. It is not in circulation, and 
for all the aid and comfort the people 
get out of it, it may as well be banished 
from the country. 

There is but one way to get at the ratio, 
as Senator Carlisle showed some time ago, 
and that is to restore silver to its old 
place in our currency by means of free 
coinage. 

Too Thin to Deceive. 

The following portion of a communica- 
tion, signed ‘Press Committee,” is taken 
from a local article in an afternoon paper. 
We do not believe that it was written by 
any telegrapher interested in his organi- 
zation, because it is absolutely false, and 
was only printed in the hope that it would 
create prejudice against The Constitution:

The Constitution has not failed 
to give the statement of any reputable 
man, in the matter involved, and the 
assumptions of anonymous correspondents 
that we have acted otherwise is false, 
and is intended directly to mislead and 
deceive; nor was it done in the interest 
of the striking telegraphers.

According to the federal bluebook, there are 
180,000 federal officers—one to every 333 per- 
sons in the country..

Ifa man gets hurt in Jones- 
boro he rushes to Atlanta to secure the ser- 
vices of some of the few Atlanta lawyers 
who have peculiar ways of conducting cases 
of thie character, brings his suit in one of the 
four Fulton county courts, and the people of 
that county are taxed to dance to the music. 

As an honest lawyer, who lives in a country 
town, and there are thousands of such in Geor- 
gia, I hail the passage of the new law. What 
possible sense is there in bringing a damage 
suit in Atlanta against the Georgia railroad 
for an injury done in Madison. The head- 
quarters of the Georgia railroad are at Au- 
gusta, and Atlanta has no more connection 
with it than Madison. The Georgia railroad 
pays its county tax to Morgan county just as 
it does to Fulton county, and it {s a shame and 
an injustice that the people of Fulton county 
should be taxed to sustain four courts to try 
cases which have no possible connection with 
the county. 

The new law is exactly on the right line, 
and the legislature did a splendid day’s work 
in passing it.

THE STORY OF A WAR PRISON. 


One day last week while the military bill 
was pending, half a dozen senators got to talk- 
ing about she war. Senator Wilson of the thir- 
teenth district, told some interesting remin- 
iscences of his experiences. He was taken 
prisoner and sent to Fort Delaware. “I was 
right lucky,”’ said he “‘to begin with,the head of 
one of those relief societies became interested 
in me through a friend. This lady lived in 
Philadelphia, and her organization was cer- 
tainly active in beha® of the war prisoners. 
Everything was sent through me, I mean ev- 
erything this lady sent to our prison, and which 
‘we were allowed to receive, I fared right well 
for a prisoner. 


“Then one day my division was moved 
from the quarters it was occupying. We were 
directed to find quarters in another building. 
I picked out a bunk but directly the father of 
the present Judge Gober came along and said 
that he had a better one than mine, and of- 
fered to share with me. So we went in to- 
gether. I was put down in his division and 
my name had previously been enrolled in an- 
other. The rules were very strict against 
& prisoner drawing another man’s rations, 
but I was down on the rollg of two divisions, 
and I simply proceeded to draw the rations 
issued for myself, I would go in with my own 
crowd, get my rations, hurry back to my quar- 
ters, put on another cap and coat which the 


kind Philadelphia lady had sent, and then re-- 


turn and draw rations with the other crowd. 
I never told any one not even my messmate. 
I always divided with him. He thought I 
was a small eater and could not understand 
it, fog@ve did not have much at best. 


: * @ * : 

‘Finally the yankees found that something 
was wrong about the grub but they could not 
tell where it was. They set watches and 
puzzled over it. Then they took a man in each 
division and made him responsible for the pro- 
visions. Of course, these chiefs of ours gave 
their word that everything would be square. 
The way I was caught up with was a lesson 
to me that there is such a thing as talking too 
much. We prisoners had a congress, which 
made the rules of discipline. One day we had 
a lively debate about some point. I was a 
member of this body and being fond of speak- 
ing, like some of these young men here, I 
spoke on the point. Afterwards, in discuss- 
ing the speeches, somebody remarked that WiiI- 
son was in his division. This was denied. 
The first man declared that I drew rations 
in his division. The other man said that I 
drew mine in his division. They looked into 
the matter and discovered the true state of 
the case. The boys seemed to think it was a 
first rate joke so long as it could be kept cst. 
But in some way a hint reached the ears 
of the captains who were looking after the 
pro My mate said to me that if there 
was anything wrong in connection with my 
rations, I had better straighten it out as the 
yankees might shoot our chiefs, who were 
honor bound to keep everything perfectly 
straight. or as nearly so as possible, e next 
morning I saw one of the chiefs. He appeared 
to be watching me, I thought. So I called him 
and told him that I had made up my mind to 
change my ndme to another roll. That broke 
up my scheme. But I was not in prison more 
than a month after that.’ ;

‘That Broovdivion from Mr. Inman,” 
said Mr. Rice, “does not better the matter 
much.

VYhen what? The city would find itself in 
a lawsuit with his estate. I know him to 
be one of the most prudent and careful 
business men and have every confidence in 
his judgment, but before I endorse his plan 
1 must have time to study it. Now as to 
that waterworks money that was in bank 
when we were borrowing, I want to say 
that that money was ther: for a ] 
purpose. It was put there by law for a 
specific purpose and could not be used for 
any otfer purpose. The man who would 
have used it for other than the waterworks 
would have laid himself liable to the chain- 
gang.’™ 

Mr. Sewtell wanted the matter to go 
over to the council of 1893. 

I came into this counci) two years ago,” 
said Mr. Turner, “with clean hands and I 
expect to go out the same way. Then 
there was $175,000 in the city Amp as 
was required by the charter. It is there 
now, and I propose to go out and leave it 
there. I am going out with my hands as 
clean as they were when I came in. The 
next council will be able to handle this mat- 
ter. They will collect that money and I 
think they should have the right to spend 
it without our direction. There is no man 
in whom I have more confidence than in Mr.

TRIAL OF GENERAL DELK COMMENCED 


Porter Stocks a Witness for the Prosecu- 
tion~An Amusing Incident 
in Court.

The trial of General Delk for the murder 


of Tom Evans in the Fulton county jail 
was commenced before Judge Richard Clark 
yesterday morning. : 

Delk is a young white man and to judge 
from his appearance is scarcely more than 
twenty years old. 

The negro who was killed was abuot the 
same age, and the same build as Delk. 

Soenes in the Courtrovum. 

The hearing began promptly at 9 o'clock. 
His honer, Judge Richard H. Clark, was on 
the bench and Solicitor Charley Hill appear- 
ed for the state. 

The prisoner was represented by his at- 
torneys, Messrs. Jordan and Robinson. In 
a line with the prisoner who sat immediately 
behind his attorneys were seated three ladies 
—his mother and two sisters. 

Th mother was dressed in a suit of black 
and wore a large bonnet. Her face was 
wrinkled, yet, in spite of the traces of care 
and age, it was a pleasant expression that 
played upon it, though sorrowful, of course, 
and full of anxiety and apprehension. 

By her side were the sisters of the pris- 
oners—beautiful young ladies with fair skin 
and regular features.* They were character- 
ized by an air of refinement and throughout 
the day maintained a quit and modest de- 
corum. 

Among the number of Witnesses was 
Porter Stocks. He was a prominent fig- 
ure in the little group that gathered about 
the dying negro when the tragedy occurred, 
and it was in the arms of Porter Stocks 
that the negro had breathed his last. 

eec:ing t.e Jury. 

It was rather a dillicult matter to get a 
jury to try the case. ! 

Out of forty-five talesmen there were only 
eight persons selected during the morning. 

When the court reassembled in the after- 
noon, the remaining jurors were selected, 

Portes oivcks on tue Stand. 

The first witness introduced for the pros- 
ecution was Porter Stocks. It was rather 
singular to see Porter Stocks in court and to 
hear him testify in behalf of the state, 

He was neatly dressed and his answers to 
the different questions which were put to 
him were affably expressed. He testified 
that he was present when the killing took 
place and that the negro had passed away 
with his head reclining upon his lap. 

He testified in regard to the customs that 
were exercised in jail, and described the 
method of trying a prisoner for misdemean- 
ors. 

_ ‘The judge of this “‘criminal” court was his 
honor, Mr. Ashbury Gentry, and when a 
prisoner was reported to have beer in “er- 
ror’ he was brought before this learned mag- 
istrate and dealt with according to che stat- 
utes. 

Delk had committed the very indecent 
act of mistaking the negro’s blanket for a 
handkerchief. ‘The negro was naturally in- 
censed and proposed without any lengthy 
argument to make a case against him be- 
fore the high cock-a-lorum of the jail. 

This was the beginning of the turbulence, 
aud the difficulty which resulted.in the cut- 
ting which took place a very short while 
afterwards. It was due to thé anger of 
Delk in getting ruffled ever the statement 
of the negro that he intended to have him 
tiied before the court. 

After the negro was cut he ran to his 
side and held his head in his arms while 
some one went for the doctor. When Dr. 
Griffin arrived, the wounded man was dead. 

The other witnesses for the prosecution, . 
including his honor, thé judge of the “jail- 
yard ci-cuit,”” were also examined and their 
testimony. while interesting, was merely 
cumuletive. 

Testimony forthe Prisoner. 

At 4 o’clock the prosecution rested and

first witness introduced by 
the defence was J. R. Chisholm, an inmate 
of the jail. 

He testified that Evans was a man with 
a domineering disposition and wanted to 
‘Jord it” over everybody in the jail. 

Several difficulties were the result of his 
spirit, and the ki'Jing was the outgrowth of 
his tyrannical dispositon. 

Before the cuting occurred, and after the 
prisoner had been gored to desperation by 
the insult of the negro, he had taken out his 
knife and made a flourish. 

“You are going to stick me, are you?” 
said Evans. ““Wel! d—m you, I’ll break your 
jaw if you don’t stick me.” 

With that, the knife was buried in 
Evan’s neck.
